Federal Officials Say the People Them- 
selves Are to Blame for Their Ex­ 
travagance in Buying, and Herbert 
Hoover Concurs.

Washington.—Three 
months 
have 
passel sine** tile government inaugu­ 
rated campaign to reduce the cost 
of living. 
The net results of the ef­ 
forts thus fur, according to the fed­ 
eral bureau of statistics, is an aver­ 
age reduction of about ‘J per rent in 
the oust of the necessaries of life, 
Tliis is so small as to be almost neg­ 
ligible and tbus it Is that the aver­ 
age person when asked if he lins ob­ 
served any lowering of the cost of liv­ 
ing answers in the negative. 
Some 
of tile plans of the federal govern­ 
ment for invoking the law In its ef­ 
fort to heat down the living cost had 
to be held In abeyance through tie* 
slowness of congress in providing the 
legislation asked for. 
First of all, tie* 
department of Justice asked for nu 
amendment to tie* food control act 
which would give it broader authority 
In dealing with profiteers in foods, 
finals, 
wearing 
apparel, 
fuels, 
etc. 
Congress finished with this legislation 
only recently, and tie* government has 
not had time to make use of it as a 
weapon. 
There is no question blit that the 
government can 
reach nil kinds of 
profiteering under tliiv revised legisla­ 
tion. 
It can reach men who permit 
foodstuffs to deteriorate, who hoard 
foodstuffs, who m onopolize them or at­ 
tempt to monopolize them either lo­ 
cally or generally, who e n ga ge In any 
discriminatory and unfair or deceptive 
practices in the handling of foodstuffs. 
who m ake any un just or unreasonable 
rate or charge and who would Iii any 
way attempt to restrict distribution or 
limit production. 
The new legislation 
Axes a tim* of $o,000 for any violation 
of tin* Biod control act. to which may 
he added imprisonment for two years. 


Instructions have gone out from the 
department of Justice to tin* I lilted 
Slates district attorneys everywhere 
to have federal grand 
Juries 
make 
careful Inquiry into violations of the 
food control aet, 
The fedora I 
gov* 
eminent** 
Investigations 
during 
the 
last three mouths have convince*! In­ 
vestigators that 
the «Lief offenders 
are 
the 
speculators 
In 
foodstuff'*. 
I’hese investigations reveal that food­ 
stuffs of all kinds, even such tis are 
classified as perishable, are subjected 
to speculation. 
Many of the staple 
foodstuffs will frequently pa^s through 
th** hands of a dozen person*, with a 
profit to each, a profit which Is added 
ti* die cost to th** ultimate con-miner. 
This Is profiteering, hut It has not 
been an easy matter for tin* fnleral 
government to keep track of all tin* 
food that Is moving In the United 
States, and to make ."Ute In every in­ 
stance, or even In any con-J den* I de j 
number of Instances, that the f*».*«! 'n; 
not being subjected to speculation. 
The best of the men in th** federal 
service who have been dealing with 
this subject have nearly nil reached 
the 
conclusion, 
so 
they 
tell 
their 
friends, that after all tim people them­ 
selves hold Ute remedy for present 
conditions. 
These men say that tis 
long ms consumers continue to buy «»\- 
travacantly, the era of high prices w ill 
continue. 
Herbert Hoover** Opinion. 
Herbert Hoover, who was at the 
head of the federal food administra­ 
tion during the war. and who is prob­ 
ably Hie best posted man in tim United 
States on all phases of the high cost 
of living problem, expressed the view 
when he was here the other day that 
lf the people of the United States 
would overcome this tendency to In­ 
sist on having tile best regardless of 
the price and would he satisfied with 
cheaper stuff, the high cost of living 
problem 
would 
be 
quickly 
solved. 
Commenting on the high cost of shoes. 
Hoover said thnt in his capacity as 
head of the European relief commit­ 
tee he recently made a contract for 
good solid children's shoes at $1.26 a 
pair. 
The 
manufacturer 
explained 
to him that it would require a little 
time for him to begin delivering the 
shoes because 
lie had 
discontinued 
that line. 
He said to Mr. Hoover that 
since the war came on there was no 
demand for cheap shoes and he had 
quit making them. 
The high cost of living problem and 
the labor problem 
are 
Inseparable. 
The 
government 
authorities 
realize 
this. 
Last August, when the govern­ 
ment made it** first move toward re­ 
ducing the cost of living, the heads 
of most of the great labor organiza­ 
tions agreed to co-operate in bringing 
down the cost of living.* They were 
willing to do this, they said, because 
they preferred a reduction in the cost 
of living to another increase in wages. 
The small reduction in the cost of liv­ 
ing that has already taken place ta 
not satisfactory to many of the organ­ 
izations, whose members are asking 
for more pay. The government is still 
hopeful 
that 
within 
the 
next 
few* 
months there will be further reduc­ 
tions In living costs that will tend 
to check the demand for increased 
wages.
